I  FIND  my  mind  at  present  in  a  happy 
frame,  and  at  peace  with  all  men,  and  I 
am  more  than  ever  determined  to  spend 
my  life  in  God’s  service.  I  purpose  to 
preach  as  often  as  I  can,  to  lay  myself  out 
ill  the  blessed  work  of  the  Lord,  that  I 
may,  if  possible,  save  all  the  souls  that 
hear  my  word ;  I  will  by  God’s  help  thrust 
myself  into  every  place  where  I  can  get 
admittance,  and  as  much  as  possible,  preach 
tlie  gospel  in  those  places  where  the  blessed 
sound  has  not  been  heard ;  I  will  use  all 
my  art  and  strength  to  pluck  sinners  as 
brands  from  the  burning.  I  am  resolved 
to  continue  an  itinerant  preacher,  as  long 
as  my  life  and  health  provided 

there  he  no  alteration  after  Mr.  fV eslefs 
death,  that  shall  make  it  most  advisable 
0  desist.*  If  the  world,  the  flesh,  and 
he  devil  invite  me  from  this  glorious  work, 
I  am  determined  to  go  on  in  the  work 
God  hath  called  me  unto,  and  continue  in 
the  same  to  the  end  of  my  days,  if  such  be 
the  will  of  God ;  and  what  I  now  write, 
shall  remain  a  witness  against  me,  if  I  ever 
deviate  from  my  vow,  unless,  as  above,  I 
have  sufficient  reason  to  the  contrary.  I 
am  convinced  I  am  where  the  Lord  would 
have  me  to  be,  and  that  I  am  more  likely 
to  do  good  in  this  way  than  any  other. — 
These  things  agreeing  together,  it  appears 
very  evident  to  me,  that  my  present  way 
of  life  is  the  most  advantageous  of  any,  to 
one  who  wishes  to  spread  the  gospel  of 
Christ,  and  be  useful  to  mankind ;  I  am 
resolved  not  to  seek  gain  or  honour  for

myself,  but  the  souls  of  sinners,  that  they 
may  be  saved.  O  Lord,  1  am  Jess  than 
the  least  of  thy  mercies,  behold  me  in  pity, 
and  accept  my  vows,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus 
Christ  thy  only  son,  and  saviour  of  man¬ 
kind. — Scarboroughy  Dec.  3dy  1788. 

I  was  now  informed  of  my  dear  wife 
being  safely  delivered  of  a  daughter,  and 
of  her  being  in  a  hopeful  way ;  I  immedi¬ 
ately  went  home  to  see  her :  we  rejoiced 
together,  and  solemnly  offered  up  our  infant 
to  the  Lord  to  be  his  for  ever. 

In  July,  1789,  1  attended  the  Leeds 
conference.  I  found  I  was  intended  for 
Pocklington  the  following  year :  I  at  first 
felt  myself  dissatisfied  with  my  appoint¬ 
ment,  but  1  remembered  1  had  solemnly 
offered  myself  to  God,  and  ought  not  to  re¬ 
pine  ;  I  devoted  myself  to  Qod^  again  in 
prayer,  and  was  enabled  to  say,  thy  will 
be  done. 

I  found  great  thankfulness  to  God  for 
his  mercies  to  my  family ;  my  wife  was 
safely  delivered  of  a  son,  whom  I  called 
Samuel,  having  solemnly  devoted  him  to 
the  Lord :  1  had  several  warm  contests 
with  a  friend,  because  I  would  not  have 
the  child  baptized  in  the  usual  way.  The 
storm,  however,  soon  blew  over.  I  hope 
God  will  open  the  eyes  of  the  Methodists 
to  see  their  sin  and  folly  in  their  inconsis¬ 
tent  connexion  with  the  church.  At  this 
time  we  received  the  melancholy  news  of 
Mr.  Wesley’s  death,  and  great  mourning 
on  that  account  took  place  in  the  societies. 

I  preached  a  sermon  on  the  occasion,  and 
our  chapel  was  crowded,  and  would  not 
contain  the  people  that  attended  on  this  . 
solemn  occasion ;  the  great  event  has  taken 
place  that  has  been  so  long  expected.  We 
rejoiced  in  the  circumstances  that  attended 
the  death  of  Mr.  Wesley ;  I  preached  fune¬ 
ral  sermons  and  read  the  account  printed 
by  Miss  R.  in  most  of  the  societies. 

We  received  circular  letters  from  most 
circuits,  some  dictating,  others  advising, 
and  there  might  be  something  learned  from 
each  of  them ;  there  appears  a  foundation 


laid  for  a  free  debate  on  the  most  important 
subjects,  relating  to  our  connexion,  I  wrote 
an  Hnt)nymoiis  letter,  which  was  published 
at  Newcastle  with  some  amendments  by 
friends,  and  an  admirable  postscript.  I 
h(»pe  we  shall  have  no  arbitrary  work  at 
the  approaching  conference.  If  reason 
and  scripture  govern,  we  shall  have  con¬ 
siderable  alterations,  and  a  partial  sepa¬ 
ration  from  the  national  church.  O  that 
God  would  reconcile  the  minds  of  the 
Methodists  to  those  alterations,  that  must 
undotibtedly  sooner  or  later  take  place. 
I  look  upon  it  that  at  present  we  are  in 
league  with  a  city  broken  down,  and 
without  w^alls ;  the  curse  of  God  is  upon 
us,  and  we  cannot  prosper  till  the  Lord 
pardon  our  having  bowed  in  the  house  of 
llimrnon.  If  kind  providence  lead  to  those 
alterations  that  are  desired  by  many  sensible 
persons,  they  will  to  all  human  appearance, 
produce  the  greatest  happiness  to  the 
Methodist  church.  Committees  of  preach¬ 
ers,  meet  in  various  parts  of  the  nation,  to 
consult  on  the  necessary  regulations  in  the 
church,  and  I  hope  the  Lord  will  stand  by 
the  cause  he  has  so  long  blessed. 

The  disagreeable  contest  now  took  place 
between  Or.  Whitehead  and  others,  res¬ 
pecting  the  publication  of  Mr.  Wesley 
life.  I  wrote  two  or  three  anonymous 
letters,  on  the  occasion :  I  was  moved  to 
this  from  the  best  of  motives.  My  reso¬ 
lution  is  to  continue  in  the  connexion 
while  I  can  do  it  with  a  clear  conscience^ 
and  when  I  caimot  do  that,  I  will  enter 
some  other  sphere  of  action ;  God  has 
helped  me  thus  far,  and  he  will  help  me 
unto  the  end.  I  know  the  steps  I  take 
are  against  my  interest  in  the  Methodist 
connexion,  it  prevents  me  acting  in  the 
capacity*  of  assistant  or  superintendent ; 
but  God  is  my  refuge,  and  in  him  do  I 
repose  all  my  confidence,  for  present  and 
future  good  :  truth  will  endure  when  every 
thing  repugnant  thereto  shall  vanish  away. 
O  Lord  thou  knowest  all  things,  thou 
knowest  I  am  come  into  this  connexion 
with  the  purest  of  motives,  to  save  my  own 
soul  and  be  useful  to  others:  I  wish  to 
glorify  thy  name,  but  I  have  been  unfaith¬ 
ful,  and  humbly  implore  thy  mercy.  I 
cannot  act  as  I  ought  unless  I  have  more 
of  thy  spirit :  O  give  me  thy  grace  and 
favor,  that  I  may  in  all  things  glorify  thy 
name.  I  stand  on  slippery  ground  in  this 
connexion,  and  unless  thou  support  me  I 
shall  become  a  prey  to  mine  enemies.  O 
my  God,  preserve  my  soul  from  death,  my 


eyes  from  tears,  and  ray  feet  from  falling; 
give  me  abundance  of  thy  love,  that  with 
flaming  affection  I  may  go  forward  in  the 
work  of  the  Lord,  and  see  Zion  in  great 
prosperity:  as  thou  hast  called  me  into 
this  connexion,  continue  me  in  it  if  it  be 
to  thy  glory :  but  if  thou  lead  me  to  glorify 
thy  name  in  any  other  way,  thy  blessed 
will  be  done.  I  desire  to  be  as  clay  in 
the  hands  of  the  potter ;  thou  art  the  God 
of  my  life,  let  me  be  under  thy  direction ; 
every  moment  make  me  wise  as  a  serpent 
and  harmless  as  a  dove ;  help  me  to  move 
in  the  circuit  as  a  burning  and  a  shining 
light ;  bless  my  labours  this  year,  do  with 
me  what  is  most  for  thy  glory,  let  roe  be 
kept  by  thy  power  free  from  every  thing 
that  would  grieve  thy  spirit;  grant  these 
petitions  of  thy  feeble  servant,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. — Horsley^  3d  JunCy 
1792. 

On  the  8th  of  January,  Mr.  Cownly 
gave  the  sacrament,  by  the  particular  de¬ 
sire  of  many  of  the  friends,  at  Byker,  and 
it  was  attended  with  much  of  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  God  to  many  of  the  people. — The 
Lord  owned  his  own  work,  and  made  his 
people  joyful  in  the  house  of  prayer ;  Mr. 
Atmore  gave  it  the  Sunday  after  at  Aln¬ 
wick,  with  great  peace  and  much  of  the 
unction  of  the  spirit.  This  caused  a  con¬ 
siderable  contest  in  the  societies ;  several 
of  the  members  withdrew  themselves, 
shewing  the  greatest  displeasure,  and  man¬ 
ifested  as  much  abhorrence  to  the  admin¬ 
istering  the  Lord’s  supper,  as  if  we  were 
introducing  the  greatest  evil,  and  as  if  they 
supposed  the  inflictive  judgments  of  God 
would  fall  upon  us  for  our  presumption.  It 
is  certainly  a  sore  evil,  that  such  foolish 
and  hurtful  prejudices  should  have  ever 
been  propagated  amongst  the  Methodists ; 
they  lead  to  the  most  calamitous  conse¬ 
quences,  and  are  the  greatest  injury  to  the 
people.  Mr.  Grey,  one  of  the  leaders, 
wrote  to  Mr.  Cownley,  warning  him  of 
the  danger  he  was  in,  and  begged  him  to 
desist;  Mr.  Cownly  wrote  him  a  short 
answer,  much  to  the  point;  Mr.  Grey 
replied,  much  in  the  spirit  of  Laud  or 
Bonner;  a' paper  war  commenced,  which 
1  took  upon  myself,  that  I  might  take  this 
burden  from  my  venerable  colleague,  which 
his  age  rendered  him  unfit  to  bear ;  I  en¬ 
deavoured  to  write  in  the  spirit  of  meeknes^ ; 
at  last  he  returned  my  letter,  after  having 
first  opened  and  copied  it,  and  writing 
upon  it  answer  mM  a  fool  according  to 
his  folly  lest  tbou^  like  unto  him.’^  1 
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now  thought  the  matter  was  ended,  but 
found  the  same  madness  and  folly  to  pre¬ 
vail  in  several  parts  of  the  circuit.  1  found 
a  heart  deeply  engaged  with  God  in  prayer 
for  those  persons  who  had  left  us  for  rea¬ 
sons  that  appeared  so  strange  and  incon¬ 
sistent,  and  so  opposite  to  the  scripture. 
Our  district  meeting  was  held  on  the  8th 
of  May,  and  we  were  unanimous  in  our 
opinions,  that  our  people  ought  to  have  the 
liberty  to  worship  God  in  the  way  they 
think  proper.  We  thought  that  to  bind 
our  people  to  the  church  was  acting  con¬ 
trary  to  the  scripture.  We  concluded  our 
meeting  with  the  sacrament  amd^st  our¬ 
selves,  and  we  parted  with  the  spirit  of 
toleration  and  universal  love.

FEMALE  VIRTUE  INESTIMABLE.

To  go  back  to  my  boyish  days,  the  hrs^ 
thing  of  which  I  have  the  most  distinct 
remembrance  was  the  Saturday  eveningjs 
preparation  ;  by  washing,  arrangement  of 
clothes,  &c.,  every  thing  was  so  ordered  as 
there  was  no  bustle  on  the  sabbath  day. 
Besides  our  ordinary  prayer,  which  was 
very  short  and  simple,  she  used  to  give  us 
some  pious  directions  how  to  spend  our 
time  on  that  day.  Our  prayer  expressed 
our  gratitude  to  God  for  our  being,  and  our 
daily  mercies ;  and  to  Jesus  our  Lord  and 
Saviour,  for  the  gift  of  eternal  life  and 
happiness,  which  she  taught  us,  if  we  were 
good,  we  might  expect  in  a  future  state  of 
existence.  As  for  the  Sabbath,  we  were 
taught  to  spend  it  solely  in  His  praise. — 
It  was  a  day  devoted  entirely  to  religious 
exercises :  she  called  upon  us  to  recollect 
what  dangers  we  had  escaped,  and  what 
particular  blessings  we  had  received  from 
Providence  in  the  course  of  the  week  ? 
what  progress  we  had  made  in  our  books  ? 
what  knowledge  we  had  acquired  ?  wheth¬ 
er  in  the  course  of  our  reading  or  conversa¬ 
tion  we  had  met  with  any  thing  striking 
that  we  ought  to  commit  to  memory  for 
future  use  ?  If  any  one  had  done  us  an  act 
of  kipdness,  whether  we  were  grateful  ?  or 
if  any  one  had  done  us  an  injury,  whethef 
we  had  forgiven  him  ?  She  taught  us  to 
look  on  him  as  an  object  of  compassion, 
just  as  we  should  have  pitied  him  had  he  i 
been  deadly  sick  of  the  small  pox :  for 
that  disease  of  the  mind  which  prompted 
him  to  injure  you,  is  far  worse  than  the 
worst  bodily  distemper  5  and  that  it  would 


be  doing  him  a  greater  kindness  to  cure 
this  mmady  of  the  mind,  than  to  remove 
the  small  pox  from  a  boy  who  was  uBhct- 
ed  with  this  sore  disease.  Let  all  such 
persons,  therefore,  be  the  objects  of  your 
pity,  but  never  of  your  anger ;  and  you 
will  always  find  it  best  to  fly  their  com¬ 
pany,  lest  you  should  catch  the  disease. 

It  would  be  too  tedious  to  repeat  all 
her  instructions ;  but  1  know  that  we 
were  never  tired  of  hearing  her,  she  used 
to  do  it  so  sweetly.  We  saw  that  every 
word  came  from  a  heart  that  was  full  of 
love  for  her  dear  children.  B\u  there  is 
one  thing  I  must  not  omit :  while  others 
were  forming  the  bodies  oi  their  daughters 
into  a  polite  or  fashionable  shape,  she  was 
forming  the  minds  of  her’s  into  the  beauty 
of  holiness;  and  by  allowing  my  listers 
the  free  and  full  use  of  their  limbs,  they 
were  stronger,  more  active,  and  more 
healthy  than  most  of  their  companions. 

Some  may  suppose  that  our  Sabbaths 
must  have  been  very  tiresome,  but  this  is 
a  mistake,  for  we  never  wished  to  ramble, 
our  home  was  too  happy  for  that :  on  the 
week  days  we  had  many  a  ramble  with 
our  parents- among  the  works  of  God,  but 
never  on  a  Sunday.  Nor  did  we  lie  fk 
bed  longer  on  that  day ;  we  rose  at  the 
usual  hour.  If  people  rise  'early  to  labour, 
said  my  mother,  surely  they  may  rise 
early  to  rest  on  this  sacred  day.  Dressing, 
breakfast,  and  family  devotion  were  all 
over  an  hour  before  the  public  worship 
commenced.  All  was  order  and  peace. 
The  jessons  of  the  day  were  read  over, 
and  my  father  used  to  explain  difficult 
places,  point  out  particular  beauties,  shew 
us  the  reasonableness  of  the  duties  enjoin¬ 
ed,  and  explain  to  us  the  ancient  manners 
of  the  Israelites ;  particularly  he  shewed 
us  how  they  bore  a  great  resemblance  to 
the  ancient  customs  of  other  nations.— 
This  he  did  by  the  help  of  books,  for  he 
was  a  great  reader.  It  was  by  this  means 
that  we  were  prevented  from  pronouncing 
things  ridiculous  because  we  did  not  under¬ 
stand  them,  as  the  manner  of  some  is. _ 

Those  things  which  were  different  from 
other  nations,  our  father  shewed  us  that 
there  was  a  peculiar  reason  for  it. 

We  all  went  to  church ;  for  my  father 
would  not  allow  any  to  be  left  to  practise 
the  art  of  cookery  at  home ;  and  we  felt  a 
pleasure  in  going  with  our  parents,  for  we 
loved  them  dearly.  Our  mother  would 
sometimes  walk  a  few  minutes  with  us  in 
the  garden,  in  a  summer’s  evening ;  and 
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while  we  beheld  the  useful  and  lovely 
things  around  us^  and  contemplated  their 
beautiful  foims^  colours,  tastes,  and  smell, 
she  would  call  upon  us  to  praise  the  hand 
that  created  them,  and  made  us  a  present 
of  them  all.  She  told  ys  that  ^^all  the 
world  was  once  far  more  beautiful  than 
our  garden,  but  it  was  turned  into  a  wil¬ 
derness  for  the  sin  of  man ;  and  that  is 
the  true  reason  why  it  now  requires  such 
great  labour  and  expense  to  make  a  large, 
beautiful  garden ;  that  the  Sabbath  we 
were  now  spending  was  an  emblem  or 
type  of  an  eternal  Sabbath  in  the  kingdom 
of  heaven ;  and  that  there  was  a  celestial 
paradise,  where  all  good  children,  as  well 
as  good  mien  and  women,  would  dwell  for 
ever ;  that  then  there  would  be  no  weari¬ 
ness  either  of  body  or  mind ;  no  inclination 
to  sleep,  for  there  would  be  no  night  there ; 
it  would  be  one  endless  day.  There,  my 
dear  children,  you  will  enjoy  every  good 
thing  which  you  can  desire.  You  will 
there  have  companions  as  dear  to  you  as 
your  mother,  nay,  your  own  dear  parents 
will  be  your  everlasting  companions,  and 
you  will  be  as  wise,  and  as  good,  and  as 
holy,  and  as  happy,  as  the  angels  of  God. 
Viere  we  shall  never  be  sick,  nor  feel  any 
pain  nor  sorrow,  nor  grow  old,  nor  die : 
we  shall  be  strong,  and  bedutiful,  and  ac¬ 
tive,  and  glorious ;  and  this  happy  state 
will  be  unchangeable,  and  everlasting. 

My  dear  children,  those  who  worship 
God  in  spirit  and  in  truth  on  this  day,  and 
serve  God  in  the  business  of  life,  or  as  the 
Apostle  teaches,  ^^that  whether  they  eat, 
or  drink,  or  Whatsoever  they  do,  they  do 
all  to  the  glory  of  God,’’  all  these  shall 
enjoy  this  eternal  Sabbath.” 

I  could  say  a  great  deal  more  respecting 
my  excellent  mother ;  but  perhaps  some 
mothers,  who  possess  many  useful  and 
amiable  qualities,  might  be  offended ;  for 
alas !  how  many  of  these  are  greatly  infe¬ 
rior  to  my  dear  mother,  to  whom  I  am 
under  everlasting  obligations. 

But  some  of  my  readers  may  be  ready 
to  say.  What  is  all  this  to  the  purpose  ? 
Was  not  your  letter  intended  for  the  ben¬ 
efit  of  the  fair  sex  ?  Indeed  it  was  ;  and  I 
know  no  better  method  of  doing  this  than 
by  presenting  my  mother’s  example  for 
their  imitation.  1  never  knew  a  woman 
more  cheerful  and  happy,  nor  one  who  had 
the  power  of  communicating  mofe  pleasure 
to  all  around  her.  She  had  stored  her  mind 
with  sound  useful  knowledge;  she  had  the 
complete  government  of  her  passions ; .  she 


was  a  warm  Chiistiuu ;  she  had  a  kind 
and  benevolent  heart ;  she  was  determined 
to  do  good,  and  make  others  happy ;  and 
she  had  the  best  method  of  doing  this  of 
any  woman  I  ever  knew.  Her  grand 
objects  were  mental  excellence  and  mental 
joys.  Meat  and  drink,  dress  and  furniture, 
were  regarded  no  farther  than  as  they 
contributed  to  real  comfort  and  happiness. 
She  never  wanted  any  thing  merely  to  be 
gazed  at.  But  is  not  the  female  heart  now 
unhappily  immersed  in  sensitive  gratifica¬ 
tions  ?  External  embellishment  and  shew 
are  evei^  thing.  The  ornament  of  a 
meek,  wwe,  and  loving  spirit  is  but  little 
regarded.  Give  most  females  fashionable 
dresses,  elegant  furniture,  a  cellar  well 
replenished  with  liquor,  and  a  plentiful 
table,  and  what  do  they  (j^sire  more  ? — 
Display  ! — Alas  !  alas  I  what  will,  the 
end  of  all  this  be  ?

AFFECTING  INCIDENT. 

An  incident  of  an  affecting  and  impres¬ 
sive  nature  lately  occurred  at  the  Old 
Bailey,  which  too  strikingly  illustrates  the 
moral  unfitness  of  the  fictions  and  formal¬ 
ities  of  British  law.  A  man  charged  on 
five  indictments  with  uttering  forged  notes, 
pleaded  guilty.  The  Recorder  expressed 
a  hope,  that  he  would  not  persist  in  this 
plea,  as  if  he  did,  sentence  of  death  must 
be  passed  upon  him,  and  advised  him  to 
pursue  a  different  course.  The  prisoner 
replied — I  am  aware  of  my  awful  situa¬ 
tion,  and  that  I  stand  on  the  brink  of  an 
awful  eternity,  therefore  I  fear  to  utter  a 
falsehood.  If  mercy  cannot  be  extended 
here,  I  hope  to  receive  it  from  my  Crea¬ 
tor.”  The  Recorder  proposed  that  the 
trial  should  stand  for  the  next  day,  in  order 
that  the  prisoner  might  have  time  to  con¬ 
sider  ;  but  he  firmly  expressed  his  deter¬ 
mination  of  persisting  in  the  plea  of  guilty. 
His  life  will  probably  pay  the  penalty  of 
his  adherence  to  truth.  A  lie  is  the  price 
at  which  a  culprit  is  admitted  to  all  the 
chicaneries  of  law ;  a  scruple  pf  consci¬ 
ence  Is  fatal ;  but  let  him  utter  a  falsehood, 
and  the  subtleties  of  the  law  offer  a  thou¬ 
sand  chances  to  escape.  There  is,  indeed, 
something  shockingly  anomalous  in  these 
proceedings ;  it  makes  a  purt  of  the  judge’s 
duty,  whose  office  it  is  tf  investigate  truth, 
to  exhort  the  accused  tu  tell  a  lie.  If,  fl^s 
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in  the  case  before  us,  he  shudder  at  the 
thought  of  ad(||ng  a  falsehood  to  his  near 
account  of  sin ;  if,  on  the  brink  of  eternity, 
he  spurn  the  baseness  of  a  lie,  the  organ 
of  justice  lends  all  the  weight  of  his  au¬ 
thority,  exerts  every  topic  of  persuasion, 
holding  out  hope  and  fear,  to  induce  him 
to  alter  his  righteous  purpose.  The  wit¬ 
nesses  and  jury  sworn  to  the  truth,  hear 
the  judge  deliberately  recommending  a 
lie;  and  the  judge,  in  so  doing,  is  only 
discharging  his  duty.  Is  not  this,  to  use 
the  words  of  Montesquieu,  ‘^destroying 
the  morals  of  a  people,  to  pre^ve  their 
eustoms.^^ — London  Paper,  *

Fourth  of  July, — This  day  is  to  be 
kept  in  memory  of  the  deliverance  of  a 
nation  from  bondage  to  freedom  and  lib* 
erty^  in  a  sense  that  no  other  nation  can 
use  the  terms.  But  in  what  way  should 
such  a  day  be  celebrated  ?  should  it  not 
be  with  thanksgiving  to  him  who  hath 
said,  when  I  speak  concerning  a  nation^ 
to  build,  and  to  plant  it ;  if  it  do  evil  in 
my  sight,  that  it  obey  not  my  voice,  then 
I  will  repent  of  the  good  wherewith  1  said 
I  would  benefit  them,’^  Jer.  xviii.  9-  and 
should  it  not  be  kept  by  prayer,  that  we 
may  never  forfeit  these  privileges  by  refu¬ 
sing  to  hear  the  voice  of  God.  Can 
intemperance,  debauchery,  rioting  and 
noise  once  a  year,  be  more  excusable  than 
every  day  ?  it  would  appear  that  from  the 
highest  to  the  lowest,  in  this  city  especially, 
there  was  an  agreement  to  trample  upon 
the  laws  of  God.

DOMESTIC. 


The  seven  youii^  men  convicted  of  man¬ 
slaughter  were  sentenced  to  seven  years  in 
State  Prison,  three  months  of  the  time  in  sol¬ 
itary  conhni.^ment. 

Another  Indian,  educated  at  the  Cornwall 
school,  is  about  being  married  to  a  white  girl, 
living  in  the  neighbourhood 

A  safety  barge  called  the  Ijtdy  Clinion^  towed 
by  the  Steam-Boat  Commerce,  for  the  accom¬ 
modation  of  pafssengers,  has  commenced  running 
between  this  city  and  Albany ;  she  is  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  twelve  feet  long,  thirty-three  feet  wide, 
a  double  row  of  slate  rooms  with  two  births  in 
each,  well  lighted,  and  in  each  room  a  writing 
desk,  wash  stand,  &c.  the  dining  room  is  below 
and  is  eighty-four  feet  in  length,  twenty-two 
in  breadth,  and  two  hundred  people  can  be 
seated  at  the  table ;  the  price  of  passage  is  four 
dollars. 

Samuel  Fields,  an  old  soldier  of  the  revolu¬ 
tion,  of  eighty-six  years  of  age,  had  been  sen¬ 
tenced  to  be  hung  for  murder,  the  27th  of  May, 
in  Indiana,  but  at  the  moment  when  under  the 
gallows  and  all  expected  his  death,  the  Gover¬ 
nor  handed  him  a  pardon,  after  an  address 
which  raised  the  dormant  feelings  to  gratitude 
in  the  old  man,  and  to  the  spectators  was  a 
relief  from  intense  anxiety ;  as  it  was  generally 
thought  manslaughter  should  have  been  the 
verdict  instead  oi  murder. 

In  the  island  of  Cuba,  near  Matanzes,  a  num¬ 
ber  of  negmes  lately  rose  upon  the  whites,  and 
murdered  ten  or  twelve  of  them ;  eighty  or 
ninety  of  the  blacks  had  been  shot  by  the  troops, 
and  five  hundred  more  were  surrounded  in  the 
woods,  and  would  probably  be  killed  or  taken. 

Bvtach  of  promise. — Two  cases  of  this  des¬ 
cription  was  fried  at  Caldw'eli,  Warren  County, 
at  the  last  court.  Miss  Ann  Dialy  obtained  $200 
against  Mr.  Henry  Dean,  and  Miss  Hannah 
Fuller  ^2o  against  Mr  Van  de  Bogart. 

Upwards  of  four  thousand  settlers  have  arri¬ 
ved  at  Quebec  up  to  the  24th  of  June. 

A  gentlemaii  in  Virginia,  lately  freed  eighty- 
eight  slareSf  paid  their  passage  to  Hayti,  and 
gave  them  agricultural  implements  to  the  amount 
of  5  ISO.  Slave  holders  go  and  do  likewise. 

General  La  Fayette  attended  the  celebration 
of  the  4th  iust  in  this  city,  dined  with  the  Cor¬ 
poration,  reviewed  the  troops,  attended  the 
theatre,  and  was  received  by  the  Senate  with  a 
handsome  addi^ss,  in  which  he  was  coupled 
with  Washington  and  Bolivar;  to  which  the 
General  made  a  very  handsome  reply.  He  de¬ 
parted  on  Tuesday,  and  next  month  will  embark 
for  France. 

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Abner  Allyn,  Esq. 
dated.  Navy,  Vt.  9th  June  inst.  to  a  gentleman 
in  Providence  : — 

“  A  fatal  accident  happened  last  week  in  the 
township  of  Random  A  son  of  Mr.  John  Ste¬ 
vens,  only  :  ve  years  old,  went  out  to  gather 
flowers  on  Tuesday  in  the  forenoon,  and  was 
sent  for  in  about  half  an  hour.  He  was  track¬ 
ed  more  than  half  a  mile,  but  not  discovered 
until  the  Friday  following.  The  first  day  and 
night  it  was  wann.  The  second  andtl^  nights 


it  snowed.  ITie  faithful  dog,  which  accompa¬ 
nied  the  child,  came  in  on  Tb«t*sday.mght.  He 
was  then  fed,  and  the  people  taking  torches  the 
dog  follow'cd  his  tracks  ("there  being  a  light 
snow)  and  found  the  child  soon  after  sun-rise. 
He  was  under  a  log,  on  his  face,  bedded  in  leaves 
and  brush,  and  was  literally  frozen  to  death. — 
The  dog’s  bed  was  by  the  child’s  head,  and 
marks  where  the  dog  had  fondled  and  lapped  him 
were  discovered.  He  had  nothing  on  but  a  tow 
shirt  and  trowsers.  The  dog,  when  within  ten 
rods  of  the  spot  w^here  the  child  lay,  went  all 
round  and  set  up  a  most  hideous  and  mournful 
howding,  and  would  not  go  nearer,  and  seemed 
to  be  as  much  affected,  if  possible,  as  a  human 
being.” 

Extract  a  letter  received  from  a  gentleman 
who  leU  Pittsburgh  a  short  time  ago,  to  join 
Mr.  Owen’s  establishment  on  the  Wabash. 

Nfw-Harmonv,  2d  June,  1825. 
‘‘Dear  Sir ; — I  do  not  keep  all  the  resolutions 
I  make,  or  I  should  not  now  write  to  you ;  for 
I  had  determined,  before  I  left  Pittsburgh,  not 
to  WTite  a  word  about  this  establishment  for  at 
least  six  months ;  but  weak  are  our  resolves, 
when  circumstances  oppose  them.  I  will  not 
pretend  to  give  you  an  account  of  our  situation, 
farther  than  to  say,  that  with  me  all  is  astonish¬ 
ment.  It  is  but  a  little  month  since  the  last  of 
the  Harmonians  left  this  place,  and  it  is  now  so 
filled  that  we  scarcely  know  where  to  put  those 
who  arrive.  Hundreds  are  still  on  the  road,  and 
we  are  now  fitting  up  the  cabins  the  Harmoni¬ 
ans  had  deserted  for  their  reception. 

“  The  schools  are  nearly  organized ;  boarding 
houses  established,  smiths,  carpenters,  turners, 
&1C.  all  employed,  and  agriculture  going  on 
almost  as  well  as  though  we  had  been  here  a 
twelvemonth.  And  this  has  been  accomplished 
by  one  man,  w^ho  has  drawn  together  people 
from  all  points  of  the  compass,  various  in  habits 
and  dispositions,  to  mix  together  like  brethren 
and  sisters.” _  _
